The  District  has  had  a  constant  and  good  supply  of  water 
throughout  the  year. 


It  has  two  sources  (a)  the  deep  well  £  nk  in  the  Coal  Measure 
Sandstone  in  Up  Holland  Village  and  (b)  a  disused  underground  quarry 
at  Koby  Mill,  The  watei  x'rom  both  sources  is  hard  art!  is  not  licible 
to  mineral  or  other  contamination.  The  sup p tv  from  the  source  (b) 
scrms  to  be  very  abundant.  That  from  source  (a)  is  apt  to  decrease 
in  times  of  prolonged  dry  weather. 


About  1637  nouses  are  supplied  direct  from  the  mains.

It  was  found  necessary  to  close  the  Holland  Moor  School  from 
the  9th  February  to  the  14-th  March,  193$*  owing  to  the  prevalence 
of  Diphtheria  .

Diphtheria  immunisation  was  continued  during  193$  amongst 
school  children  and  pro-school  children.  Parents  are  circularised 
and  their  attention  drawn  to  the  benefits  of  obtaining  treatment 
and  a  consent  form  is  enclosed  which  they  are  invited  to  sign. 


The  prophylactic  used  has  been  alum  precipitated  toxoid. 

This  has  been  given  in  2  doses  of  0.1  c.c.  and  O.J  c.c.  an  into we i 
of  2/3  weeks  intervening  between  the  doses.  Schick  to  sting  has  is  * 
bean  per  f c re :o d .

It  lias  been  the  practice  to  carry  out  immunisation  at  the 
school  premises ?  parents  being  invited  to  bring  their  younger 
children  under  school  age  to  the  school  for  treatment. 


The  children  rarely  object  to  the  treatment  which  causes  little 
inconvenience  and  no  untoward  symptoms  or  re-actions  following  the 
injection  were  noted  during  the  year.
